It wasi eight feet 
thick and by the early hours 
of Monday it was chest-high. 


It was made of prefabricated 
blocks four feet wide and 10 
feet long. They looked as if 
they weighed a ton each. They 
were anchored on massive steel 
girders and sealed with cement. 


Up to now the Communists 
had left open the half circle of 
space in front of the gate. The 
portals of the gate were bar- 
red on Aug. 14 but only a thin 
wire fence ran along the bor- 
der itself. 


West Berlin’s Deputy Mayor, 
Franz Amrehn, took a look at/| 
the new wall at midnight and | 
commented bitterly: “That is) 
a wall for a thousand years.” 

Allied officers looked at the 


obstacle and proriounced it de- 
finitely tank-proof, ‘ 


other spots along the wall. 
Noises coming from behind the 
wall on either side of the Bran- 
denburg Gate aijlso indicated 
heavy rails were being hammer: 
ed into the earth. 

There were rumors at first 
the Communists were going to 
‘open the Brandenburg Gate as 
a crossing point at midnight in- 
stead of Friedrichstrasse, the 
present crossing point for Allies 
and foreign visitors. But these 
were disproved by the obvious 
solidity of the barrier at the 
Brandenburg Gate. 

Atla.m, Friedrichstrasse was 
still open and traffic was pass- 
ing back and forth.

Rockefeller’s Companion 
Rescued off New Guinea 


THE HAGUE (UPI)—Michael 
Rockefeller’s Dutch conaphalon | 
R. S. Wassink was picked up 
Monday by a Dutch naval 
patrol 48 hours after. he and 
the New York Governor's son 
were feported missing off. the 
swampy south coast of New 
Guinea, the Defense Ministry 
announced Monday. 


Wassink, a 34-year-old Ley- 
den University ethnologist, told 
his rescuers Rockefeller left the 
vessel in which they were 
drifting out to sea early Sun- 
day after improvising a raft 
from empty jerry cans, the 
spokesman said. 


Wassink was quoted as saying 
his companion wanted to try 
and reach a native village near 
the mouth of the islands river 
where their boat engine had cut 
out. 
spokesman said _ the 
coastal area is now  0being 
combed by a combined naval 
and air force patrol. 

Michael Rockefeller was on an 
archeologicai expedition in New 
Guinea, which was supposed to 
have lasted six months.

Governor in San Francisco 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
New York Governor Nelson A. 
Rockefeller arrived in San Fran- 
cisco early Monday en route to 
the South Pacific to join the 
search for his adventurous son, 
Michael, reported adrift on a 
native canoe off the coast of 
primitive Dutch New Guinea. 

The unshaven Republican 
leader appeared deeply worried 
as he stepped from a plane at 
San Francisco International Air- 


port. 
“I doubt if I can help in the 
actual search,” Rockefeller said. 
“But we hope to find our son 
well and healthy.” 

He left immediately for a 
nearby hotel for a new hours 
rest and time to plan the next 
leg of his journey. The Gover- 
nor said he had booked passage 
for his party of five on two 
flights—a Pan American World 
Airways flight leaving at 9 a.m. 
PST and a Qantas Afriines flight 
leaving at 8:30 p.m. 

Rockefeller said he would de- 
cide later whether to take Pan 


slightly above freezing. 

He was greeted by protocol 
officers who introduced him to 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and the other members of the 
American wélcoming party. 

Rusk welcomed Adenauer on 
behalf of Kennedy, declaring 
the chief executive had asked 
him to extend the “warmest 
possible welcome.” 

Describing Adenauer 
“dean of the heads of 
ment co of the Western 
powers,” Rusk said: 

“Your judgment, leadership 
and counsel are great assets to 
the entire Western commun- 
ity.” 

Responding to Rusk’s wel- 
come, Adenauer said that in 
these “difficult times” he want- 
ed to “assure you once again 
my country is fully on your 
side.” 

Adenauer expressed confi- 
dence that “all nations of good- 
will and those cherishing free- 
dom will win” in their struggle 
for stability and peace. 

Adenauer recalled that this 
was his 10th visit to the United 
States and said he was especiai- 
ly grateful to Kennedy for hav- 
ing invited him again after he 
had succeeded in being elected 
to .his 4th term as Chancellor 
of West Germany.

LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—Pre- 
mier Cyrille Adoula Sunday 
asked his Cabinet for firm sanc- 
tions against the renegade 
Lumutmbist leader, Antoine Gi- 
zenga, and proposed measures 
for dealing with the threat of 
spreadirg mutiny in the Congo- 
lese Army. 

Congolese sources said the 
Premier, who returned late 
Saturday from a one-day in- 
spection of the restive troops at 
Luluabourg is convinced that 
his Government cannot afford 
to go slow in dealing with chal- 
lenges to its authority. 

Adoula reportedly favors ask- 
ing the Parliament to remove 
Gizenga’s immunity, and at tne 
same time, oust him from the 
post of vice premier. Then the 
Government could ask for U.N. 
help in finding the Lumumbist 
leader and bringing him back 
to Leopoldville. 

Interior Minister Christophe 
Gbenye returned Saturday from 
a tour of rebellious Kivu Pro 
vince and a face-to-face meet- 
ing with Gizenga in a hideout 
near Kindu. He reported to 
the Cabinet Sunday. 

Gizenga has reportedly been 
moving around in the Kindu 
area, trying to whip up person- 
al support among the mutinous 
troops. His exact whereabouts 
are not known here. 

Under the circumstances, the 
Lumumbist political conference, 
the socalled Panalu “Conven- 
tion.” which Gizenga had called 
for Nov, 18 in Stanleyville, did 
not take place. Leaders of left- 
wing parties throughout the 
Congo had been invited. 

Gizenga accepted the nost of 
vice premier in the Adoula Gov- 
ernment, but has repeatedly de- 
clined to take up his official 
duties in Leopoldville. He has 
been handed an ultima*um de- 
manding his immediate return 
or loss of his post.

Balaguer’s hand was strength- 
ened when 15 U.S, warships sail- 
ed into waters offthe Dominican 
coast and 12 US. jets roared 
over the capital Sunday. Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk had 
made it clear Saturday the Unit- 
ed States would not permit the 
Trujillos to regain’ control of 
the Caribbean Republic. 

The U.S. consulate apparent- 
ly considered the situation un- 
der control. A .«pekesman said 
there were no plads to alert or 
evacuate the 1,500 Americans 
living in the country. 

The capital's streets and 
gathering places were deserted 
Sunday night except for crowds 
at the harbor watching the 
American ships offshore. Earlier 
Sunday two youths were shot 
and wounded during an anti- 
Government demonstration. 

The Dominican Republic still 
was far from normal and 
Balaguer had his Work cut out 
for him to keep from being 
ousted himself.

Labor ‘Delighted’ 

Japanese left-wing organiza- 
tions were delighted yesterday 
over the news that the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization exX- 
pressed dissatisfaction oyer the 
Japanese Government's delay 
in ratifying ILO Convention 
No. 87, 

Mitsu Kono, speaking for the 
Japan Socialist Party, said the 
report had justified his party’s 
stand of urging speedy ratifica- 
tion of the convention provid- 
ing for the basic rights of 
workers. 

The ILO censure, he said, 
has made it impossible for the 
Government and ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party to “continue 
their delaying tactics” at the 
forthcoming Diet session. 

Kono declared that his party 
would step up its struggles 
aimed at removing the obstacles 
to an early ratification of the 
international convention. 

The Opposition Socialists 
want the Diet to abolish the 
domestic labor laws conflicting 
with the ILO so rprovision, 
whereas the Government party | 
insists on amending the laws 
in a way to conform to the ILO 
clause. 

Meanwhile, Akira Iwal, sec- 
retary general of the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), said the Government 
“is not allowed to sit on the 
ILO bill just because there is 
no punitive provisions.” 

He urged the Government to 
“give up the idea” of changing 
related labor laws of the na- 
tion, 

Hesitation to ratify the bill 
would invite international dis- 
trust, he warned, and this in 
turn would seriously affect 
Japanese exports, “which the 
Government so eager to pro- 
mote.”

Convict Sentenced to Death 
Pleads for Prisoners’ Rights 


_A criminal convicted to die 
appealed yesterday to the court 
for human rights for prison

The Tokyo District Court 
held a. special hearing for the 
convict, Keisuke Takeuchi, 39, 
who was setenced to death in 
June 1960 for his part in de- 
railing a Mitaka train in August 
1949 which killed six rsons. 

Nine defendants in the case 
were declared not guilty in sub- 
sequent trials, .but Takeuchi 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by the Tokyo District 
Court, and to death by the To- 
kyo Higher: Court. The death 
sentence was upheld by the

Supreme Court in June 1960. 

After filing an appeal a year 
ago, Takeuchi was finally grant- 
ed an exceptional hearing yes- 
terday. 
| Takeuchi’s case centered on 
two points: Let convicts enjoy 
sunlight, and see that letters 
written by them to friends and 
relatives are mailed. 

Takeuchi pointed out that the 
only window of the cell was 
covered’ with thick glass and 
bars, so that no sunlight was 
let in. 

He also said many letters he 
wrote to friends and relatives 


were withheld by the prison.

City Traffic 


Jams Don’ 


Discourage Car Buying 


Despite the worsening traf- 
fic situation the ‘number of pri- 
vate car owners has been sky- 
rocketing in Tokyo and other 
major cities. 


Reflecting this phenomenon, 
a record crowd of 700,000 peo- 
ple turned out at the recent To- 
kyo Motor Show held at the In- 
ternational Trade Center in 
Harumi. 


Among those visitors to the 
show there were far more peo- 
ple than ever before who ex- 
pected to buy their first auto- 
mobile, aceording to predictions 
by the show officials. 


The yearend bonus season 
which is drawing near, is ex- 
pected to play an important 
part in new car purchases. 


Transportation Ministry statis- 
tics show that the national total 
of private cars was 9,615 in 
1936. While the figure tripled 
by 1950 and has since soared to 
376,254 as of the end of August 
this year. 


Of the record total, 36,139 are 
large-sized passenger cars and 
the remaining 340,115 are smal- 
ler passenger cars, which are 
frequentiy purchased these 
days by ordinary office workers. 


In recent years, 9,000 to 10,- 
000 salaried men and women 
became owners of new cars 
every year. If second-hand 
cars are added, the figure of 
salaried people buying cars is 
much larger. 


But the officials concerned 
predict that it will take Japan 
at least 10 years to catch up 
with advanced Western coun- 
tries in terms of production and 
prices of popular cars. 


Even if Japan's automobile 
industry catches up with West 
Germany and other advanced 
nations the country’s problem 


of road traffic congestion will be- 


still unsettled, or even worsen- 
ed. 


Now it sometimes happens on 
weekends that a car drive from 
Tokyo to Yokohama takes as 
long as three hours. Yokohama 
is a 30-minute train ride from 
Tokyo. 

In light of the commuter 
rushes in the nation’s metropo- 
litan areas, commuting by car 


em 


will get increasingly popular in 
the future, the traffic authorities 
believe. 


But they also say that one 
cannot afford to own his own 
car unless he gets an average 
monthly income of ¥100,000., 


The average price of a brand- 
new medium sized Japanese 
passenger car is a little more 
than ¥600,000. Some 80 per 
cent of private car owners buy 
their care on the instal/ment 
plan, 


Prices of old cars range from 
¥10,000 upward. If a car is 
too old, jt requires high repair 
expenses. Those old cars recom- 
mended by experts average 
¥200,000 to ‘¥300,000. They 
will require comparatively lit- 
tle repair expense. 


Recent statistics indicate that 
the increase of car sales has 
been nearing the ceiling in To- 

yo, while in Nagoya, where 
the road planning is good, the 
increase has been remarkable. 

Judging from this and other 
trends, the road traffic author!- 
ties of the country are of the 
same opinion that Japan should 
improve its roads. :

ROK Jet Crashes 
Into Hakata Bay 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo)}—One of 
six FS86 jet fighters of the Re- 
public of Korea Air Force, en 
route home from Japan after 
overh’ ‘ling, was vesterday 
found to have crashed into Ha- 
kata Bay at the northern end 
o* Kyushu. Its crew is missing. 


Three patrolboats and some 
American Air Force planes 
which rushed to the scene of 
the crash discovered only an 
auxiliary fuel tank and a sack 
coat and military uniform 
floating on the water. The sack 
coat bore the Korean name of 
Pak Kil Hong. The jet plane 
was believed to have crashed 
at about 1 p.m. yesterday at a 
point 600 meters off the shore 
of Hakata Bay, according to a 
report by local fishermen.

NUMAZU ag i 78- 
year-old passenger Was serious- 
ly injured when a train collided 
with an express truck from 
Osaka at an unguarded railroad 
crossing at Oka here early yes- 
terday morning. 

The collision occurred at 
about 5:50 a.m. when the truck 
driven by Kikukichi Yokomizo, 
25, employe of the Hanshin Ex- 
press Co. of Izumi-ku, Osaka 
had allegedly failed to stop 
prior to crossing the tracks. 

One of the windows of a pas- 
senger coach was smashed by 
the impact and glass fragments 
cut Yaemon Hayashi of Yoshi- 
wara, Shizuoka Prefecture, in 
the head. 

The accident heavily damag- 
ed the truck and caused delays 
of up to 80 minutes to 14 trains 
including two limited expresses 
on the Tokaido Trunk line.

The Almeria Lykes escaped 
serious damage but ran 
aground on a shoal near Hiko- 
shima Island, off Shimonoseki. 

Fifteen of the crewmen of the 
Japanese cargo liner were res- 
cued by the American ship 
and 16 others by Japanese pat- 
rol boats and a passing ship. 

A search was being continu- 
ed for the three missing crew 
members. 

An investigation was also be- 
ing conducted into the cause of 
the accident. 

The Almeria Lykes had been 
bound for Pusan, Seuth Korea, 
from Kobe, at the time of the 
accident.

Mink furs are obtained in Japan entirely by trapping of wild 
animals during the first days of December to the last days of 
January.

one testicle. Is there anything 


that can be done to correct this 
condition? 


Answer: This hereditary defect 
is becoming more and more com- 
mon in our purebred dogs, and 
unfortunately at titis late stage, 
nothing can be done other than 
surgical removal of the retained 
testicle. 


Attempts have been made to 
use hormone therapy in an ef- 
fort to make the affected mem- 
ber descend, but in most in- 
stances, it is unsuccessful. 


Surgery can be attempted to 
draw the testicle down into the 
scrotum, but in most cases, the 
testicle is so atrophied as to 
be nonfunctional. 


If the retained member be- 
comes tumorous and causes 
a hormonal imbalance, then it 
is recommended that the testicle 
be surgically removed. 


The fact that his testicle is un- 
descended will not affect his 
temperament unless it becomes 
tumorous. If one testicle is de- 
scended and normal, he can re- 
produce, but it is inadvisable to 
breed him because it is a reces- 
sive hereditary trait which can 
be transmitted to his offspring.

BANGKOK (AP)—The paka- 
oma is probably the most ver- 
satile garment any man can 
hope to have in his wardrobe— 
or his do-it-yourself kit. 


Essentially something to wear, 
it can also serve as a kerchief, 
a bath towel, turban, pup tent, 
beach towel, tow rope, bar rag 
or baby’s hammock. 


At sea it can double as a sail 
or something with which to 
stop up a leak. 


The pakaoma is a_ sarilike 
length of cotton cloth (prefer- 
ably bright colored or plaid), 
about six feet long and two feet 
wide. 


You put it on by wrapping it 
around your waist and simply 
tucking in the loose. ends.

Bank's new road loan is expect- 
ed to be signed by the bank, 
Japanese Government and Ja- 
pan Road Corporation in Wash- 
ington Nov. 29, subject to ap- 
proval by the World Bank's 
boardc of directors on the pre- 
ceding day. 

The new loan carrying an an- 
nual interest of 5.75 per cent 
will be repaid in 20-year in- 
stallments. 

Informants said there will be 
no more loans forthcoming to 
Japan from the World Bank 
because bank authorities had 
recently told the Japanese Gov- 
ernment that in the light of 
Japan’s remarkable economic 
development, the bank’s financ- 
ing of Japan's public work pro- 
jects will be discontinued after 
the new road loan and the 
bank's limited resources leave 
little room for further financ- 
ing of Japanese industries. 

The first road loan of $40 
- million was extended Japan in 
March 1960.

Orders for 500,000 shipping 
shares came also from Hong- 
kong, they said. 

According to Finance Ministry 
Statistics released last week, 
Japanese shares bought by for- 
eign investors during the July- 
September period of this vear 
reached 17 million, about three 
times the six million shares ac- 
quired by them during the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

Professionals said that the 
high popularity of Japanese 
stocks among foreign investors 
could be attributed to low prices 
and high dividend payments.

About ¥6,000 million worth of 
trade contracts were concluded 
between Japan and Communist 
China at the month-long Canton 
Trade Fair which ended Nov.

fair. 


Among export items are orders 
for transistor radio sets, testers 
for the manufacture of commu- 
nication equipment and a sec- 
ond-hand cargo vessel.

U.K. Fishermen Say 
Russians Poaching 


LONDON (AP)—British fish- 
ermen complain that sea poach- 
ers from Russia and Poland cost 
them £50,000 ($140,000) this 
season in the herring grounds 
off Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. 


The North Eastern Sea Fish- 
eries Committee has issued a 
statement charging that the in- 
truders approach close inshore 
using small mesh nets which 
scoop up even baby fish. 

Because pf the poachers’ 
activities, the committee said, 
Yorkshire’s herring season end- 
ed several weeks earlier than 
usual this year. 


Officials believed the intrud- 
ers had not actually entered 
British territorial waters— 
where the navy would have had 
a right to arrest them. 

But the waters just outside 
the three-mile limit are tradi- 
tionally a British preserve and 
the use of small mesh gear, 
banned by British authorities, 
is considered a poaching prac- 
tice.

Iranians Ask 
Japan for 
EconomicAid 


Two visiting Iranian senior 
government officials yesterday 
sought assistance from Japan 
for their country's five-year eco- 
nomic development plan. 

The request was made by 8. 
Samii, director of the Economic 
Affairs Bureau, Planning Agen- 
cy, and M. Majidi, director of 
the Budgetary Affairs Bureau 
of the same agency, when they 
met with Fumihiko Kal, chief 
of the Economic Cooperation 
Department, Foreign Office. 

The Iranian Government has 
sounded out various European 
countries and the United States 
for aid toward its five-year 
plan, since the World Bank dis- 
closed its intention to establish 
a consortium for Iran. 

Iranian officials yesterday re- 
vealed that the Iranian Co. sor- 
tium would probably be es- 
tablished by March next year. 

Kai promised them that Japan 


would cooperate positively in 
their plan. 
Observers said the Foreign 


Office was reportedly intending 
to ewitch from the present 
“nominal” cooperation toward 
Iran to the consortium methods 
if the Iranian Consortium was 
formally established. 

Iranian-Japanese trade nego- 
tiations in Tehran have been 
suspended since midOctober 
when the Iranian Government 
imposed import restrictions on 
Japanese goods. 

Ambassador to Iran Ko Chi- 
ba, is studying the ways to re- 
solve the deadlock. 

The observers pointed out 
that the Foreign Office expect- 
ed the talks to conclude a new 
trade agreement would progress 
smoothiy if the projected $30 
million economic cooperation 
plan to Iran, now under nego- 
tions, Was agreed upon.

Top Level Council to Set 
Unified Foreign Aid Policy 


A top-level advisory body on 
overseas economic cooperation, 
composed of ministers, bankers 
and business leaders, will start 
functioning early next month, 
the Government announced 
yesterday. 

The Overseas Economic Co- 
operation Council, headed by 
Prime Minister Havyato Ikeda, is 
scheduled to hold its first meet- 
ing Dec. 7. 

Its 15 members include For- 
eign Minister Zentaro Kosaka, 
Finance Minister Mikio Mizuta, 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Minister Eisaku Sato, Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency Direc- 
tor Aiichiro Fujiyama. 

Masamichi Yamagiwa, gover- 
nor of the Bank of Japan, Taizo 
Ishizaka, president of the 
Federation of Economic Or- 
ganizations (Keidanren), Tada- 
shi Adachi, president of the Ja- 
pan Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, Michisuke Sugi, presi- 
dent of the Japan External 
Trade Organization (JETRO) 
and chief delegate to the Ja- 
pan-Republic of Korea normali- 


zation talks, are also among the 
members. 

Government sources said that 
the outcome of the meeting 
would largely influence’ the 
Government's basic policy on 
aiding less-developed nations. 

At the meeting, Ikeda is ex- 
pected to seek recommendations 
regarding a basic, comprehen- 
sive policy on economic . co- 
operation abroad. 

The council will take up the 
question of assistance to India 
and Pakistan in their five-year 
plans. 

Sources revealed that Sugi is 
expected to ‘thresh out a. de- 
finite line on economic coopera- 
tion with South Korea as 
agreed upon at the recent meet- 
ing of Ikeda and Korean mili- 
tary junta chief, Gen. Park 
Chung Hee. 

In this’ respect, the council 
would des«l with the question of 
extending longterm, i low-in- 
terest loans to South Korea 
and that .of forming a _ con- 
surtium for that country, the 
sources said, 
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The Sumitomo Metal Indust- 
ries Co. has recently won a 
$640,000 contract from the 
North Korean Government to 
export steel pipes for industrial 
vse. It was the first large-size 
order from the Communist 
country in these several years 
for this particular product. 

The contract for 1,850 tons 
of both special and ordinary 
steel pipes was signed between 
a mutual trading agency of the 
Korean Government and the 
two Japanese exporters, the 
Sumitomo, Shoji and C. Itoh 
companies. The shipment wiil 
Start early next year. 

Talzs to conclude another 
contract of a similar value for 
the export of steel pipes are 
under way among the same 
trading representatives, a C. 
Itoh spokesman said. .The cur- 
rent successful export transac- 
tion is expected to go a long 
way toward developing a live- 
ly steel business with North 
Korea which is reported to 
have launched a vigorous ex- 
pansion of chemical and elec- 
tric power plants and other in- 
dustrial facilities. 


Bargain in Quilts 


An enterprising textile manu- 
f.cturer here has come out with 
what it described as the sure- 
fire way of boosting the sales 
of one of its products—Japanese 
quilts. . # 

Under a new scheme worked 
out by the Asahi Chemical In- 
dustry Co., the purchaser of the 
company’s quilts can turn them 
in to the manufacturer after 
two years when he will receive 
brand new quilts at one-tenth 
the price he paid originally. 
The bedding, which comes in 
two varieties, one priced at 
¥4,800 and the other at ¥6,000, 
is on sale at leading department 
stores throughout the country. 
It is padded with a 50-50 blend 
of cashimilon and salan. - 

This result was possible by 
laving a direct channel between 
the company and department 
stores so as to rule out in effect 
a number of intermediary com- 
mission earners. The manufac- 
turer stressed it meant no sacri- 
fice on the part of the producer 


Notes for Investors 


The stock market started out on 
a sluggish tone yesterday.

Adenauer in America 


West German Chancellor Adenauer has arrived in 


Washington for top-level talks. 


He is accompanied by 


his new Foreign Minister Schroeder and Defense Minister 
Strauss, and this fact, together with the American visit 
coming on the heels of his re-election as Chancellor, has 
led to widespread speculation as to its objectives. 

It is generally supposed that the Chancellor's main pur- 
pose is to get American backing for his foreign policy. 
Whether that policy is to be modified in certain respects 
cannot be foreseen at this juncture, but it has been sug- 
gested that the American Government leaders may at- 
tempt to persuade the Chancellor not to be so uncom- 
promising as in the past, although no change in the major 
points of the Western allies’ attitude on Germany ana 


Berlin is likely. 


it is suggested in Washington that President Kennedy, 
when he comes to talks with Dr. Adenauer, will urge him 
to approve a “flexible” Western policy for negotiations 


with Soviet Russia on a Berlin settlement. 


Flexibility, of 


course, may mean pliability, or it may only imply a lack 


In Washington there may be a feeling that 


Dr. Adenauer’s attitude has been so rigid in the past as 
to make negotiations with Moscow on Berlin and Germany 
more difficult than necessary, but we hardly think that the 
American Government is prepared to place itself in a 
position where it will prove “pliable” in the hands of the 


Russians, 


We observe that Dr. Schroeder said on Saturday that 
the Communist wall dividing Berlin must disappear’ but 
he said its removal was not a prerequisite for East-West 


talks. 


He told a press conference on the eve of leaving 


for Washington with Chancellor Adenauer that the de- 
mand that “the wall must go” did not mean it must be 


demolished before negotiations began. 


“It is not an 


ultimatum,” he declared. He added that the East-West 
talks would have to decide the “means” of pulling the. 


wall down. 


This seems a reasonable attitude, and we imagine that 


if the proposed negotiations 


secure a good measure of 


success, the Communists will be quite willing to do away 


with the wail. 


At present they are strengthening and 


extending the wall and refusing to allow West Berliners 
to enter East Berlin even on urgent pleas, although the 
unprejudiced observer may wonder what real value the 
wall is to the Ulbricht regime other than as a show 


of power. 


If the Kennedy-Adenauer discussions are successful, ef- 
forts will follow to reach detailed agreement among the 
Western powers on a negotiating position with regard to 


Berlin. 


Although it has been intimated that Moscow is 


prepared to talk, there is no real evidence of any change 
in Soviet policy. The situation is far from auspicious, and 
it is not clear what passed during the recent private talk

One of the difficulties in the way of formulating a basis 
for negotiations is the question of the recognition of the 
East German Communist regime as a de facto government. 
The Adenauer Government’s position is that it would be 
“high treason” to acknowledge the Ulbricht regime as a 


lawful government although 


it is willing to have such 


transactions with that regime as practical necessity impels. 


Britain, France and the United States do not recognize 


East Germany as a sovereign state but it is possible that, 
in the interests of a peaceful settlement to the Berlin 
crisis, they might agree not to ignore entirely the Com- 


munist position. 


What is. generally felt to be impossible 


is agreement to anything which will help to secure the 
permanent division of Germany into two parts, the eastern 
one of which would continue to be Moscow's obedient 


satellite. 


Those who long for the peace of Europe to be placed 
on a sounder basis will hope that Chancellor Adenauer’s 
visit to the United States will result in some new modus 
vivendi emerging, but we are not very confident of this. 

Moscow is clearly determined to keep Germany divided

Atop the Volcano 


Ways by Whith Shooting War Might Break Out in Berlin Studied

BERLIN (FNS)—A = walk 
through the streets near. the 
einder-block-and-concrete wall 


which divides free Berlin from 
the Soviet sector gives one the 
distinct impression of treading 
around the lip of a volcano. 
On either side of the border 
are armed men, staring at each 
other through field glasses, 
silent for the most part but 
ready for whatever comes. 

A military writer in this 
situation sometimes feels. like 
a businessman who takes an 
inordinate interest in bank- 
ruptey procedures, but none- 
theless I could not help think- 
ing of the different fuses which 
could touch off armed conflict 
here in this divided city. Talk- 
ing to German and Allied 
officers, police officials, and 
political leaders, 1 came to the 
conclusion that most Western- 
ers here feel that the great 
danger lies in an uprising of 
East Germans. 


From Fear to Anger 


When the Soviet Union 
sealed the border between East 
and West Berlin in August, the 
East Germans left behind the 
wall were struck dumb with 
surprise and shock. Then shock 
was replaced with fear for the 
future, and now, according to 
those who have been able to 
assesa, the situation behind the 
wall, fear is being replaced 
with anger and hatred. A West 
Berlin police official told me: 
“It’s rather like a man who 
has been put in jail for a crime 
that he didn’t commit. At first, 
he is too surprised by the mis- 
carriage of justice that got him 
into this situation, but then he 
knows that something has to 
be done. Those people on the 
outside who believe in his 
innocence want to help, but 
their methods are too slow. If 
he attempts to escape, he stands 
a good chance of getting shot, 
but he is compelled to do some- 
thing, even if reason tells him 
it is foolish.” 

It is difficult to assess the 
possibilities of an uprising in 
East Germany. Almost all 


fe seg leaders are in jail or

ve fled to the West; in addi- 
tion, the memories of Soviet 
ruthlessness in putting down 
the revolt in 1953 in East Ger- 
many and in 1956 in Hungary 
are stili fresh in the East Ger- 
man mind, A leaderless, poorly 
organized, spontaneous uprising 
would again be crushed with- 
out mercy, and the East Ger- 
it. 


West Berliners’ Role 


But if such an uprising did 
occur close to the border, would 
the West Berliners look on, 
giving only sympathy, as their 
compatriots under Soéviet dom- 
ination were killed? There are 
many here who think they 
would not, and that would very 
likely mean that the guns of 
both the East German. regime 
and the Soviet occupation forces 
would be turned on them, as 
well. The role of the Allied 
troops and West Berlin police 
is easier to predict. 

The policy of the Free World 
is to protect the freedom of 
West Berliners. They are bar- 
red by the law of nations from 
liberating East Germans 
through force of arms, sorry as 


they may feel at the East 
Germans’ plight. Their task, 
then, along with the West 


Berlin police, would probably 
be the repugnant one of keep- 
ing West Berliners within 
bounds, if they were so re- 
quested by the West German 
authorities,

Two Choices Open 


In that case, war—nuclear or 
otherwise—would be unleashed 


by the Soviet Union. The

fend themselves in a “brush- 
fire” war in Germany, but 
would probably have great dif- 
ficulty in fighting their way 
back to Berlin. The ratio of 
Allied “forces in being” to 
Soviet “forces in being” is 
about 1 to 1. It is a generally 
accepted military doctrine that 


to take a defended objective re- 
quires a %-to-l superiority of 
forces. 


The Allied defenders of 
Berlin would, in case of war, 
have two choices open to them. 
They could e.ther fight their 
way back to the main line of 
resistance more than 100 miles 
to the west, or they could stay 
in Berlin in hopes of relief by 
a NATO force fighting its way 
to Berlin. In either case, their 
chances would not be remark- 
able. 


There is little use in speculat- 
ing on what might happen if 
the conflict spread and set the 
whole world aflame. 

A walk through the streets 
near the wall which divides 
Berlin gives one, indeed, the 
impression of treading around 
the lip of a volcano. But here, 
one cannot look down into the 
volcano itself and watch for 
signs of eruption. The answers 
to all the questions lie not 
here, but 1,500 miles to the 
northeast, behind the forbidding 
walls of the Kremlin. It is 
there that the decision for 
peace or war will be taken. 


Joint Communique 


Following is the text of the 
joint communiqué issued by 
Prime Minister Havato Ikeda 
and Pakistan President Ayub 
Khan Monday: 


1. Prime Minister Havyato 
Ikeda of Japan, accompanied by 
Mrs. Ikeda, visited Pakistan 
from Nov. 17 to 20 at the invita- 
tion of President Mohammad 
Ayub Khan. 


2. On Nov. 18, the Prime 
Minister held talks with the 
President and other members of 
the Government of Pakistan at 
the Presidential House in an 
atmosphere of utmost cordiality 
and, while renewing the friend- 
ship made on the occasion of 
the President's visit to Japan in 
December last year, discussed 
the world situation and various 
problems in which Japan and 
Pakistan have a common inter- 
est. 


3. The President and the 
Prime Minister reaffirmed that 
their Governments will cooper- 
ate and make further efforts to 
enhance the authority of the 
United Nations as an organiza- 
tion for international peace and 
to strengthen its functions. 


4. The President and the 
Prime Minister. agreed that 
there was need among the na- 
tions concerned to conclude an 
early international agreement to 
prohibit nuclear weapons test- 
ing under necessary inspection 
and supervision. 

5. The President and the 
Prime Minister emphasized that 
in order to realize permanent 
world peace it was necessary 
for the powers concerned to 
reach an agreement on a plan 
for general and complete dis- 
armament accompanied by effec- 
tive international supervision. 

6. The President and the 
Prime Minister. acknowledged 
that the trade between their 
two countries is steadily ex- 
panding on the basis of the 
Treaty of Friendship and Com- 
merce between Japan and 
Pakistan which was signed by 
them on the occasion of the 
President's visit to Japan last 
year and agreed that their 
countries should make further 
efforts to develop their trade 
relations. 

7. The President and the 
Prime Minister expressed satis- 
faction that the economic and 
technical cooperation between 
their countries has been pro- 
gressing smoothly and_ that 
substantial results were being 
achieved through such means 
as the program for trainees 
and experts who are being re- 
ceived in large numbers in Ja- 
pan, the effective management 
of the Agricultural Training 
Center in East Pakistan, and 
the recent exchange of notes 
on Japanese loans to Pakistan. 
The Prime Minister agreed to 
give sympathetic consideration 
to the extension by Japan of 
further economic and technical 
cooperation to Pakistan in order 
to give greater effect to the im- 
plementation of Pakistan's Sec- 
ond Five-Year Plan. 

8. The President and _ the 
Prime Minister expressed the 
hope that the friendly coopera- 
tive relations between their 
countries in the political, eco- 
nomic and cultural fields will

The net is cast from the sea 
or river shore, or from boats. 
For shore casting small nets are 
used, and large ones for boat 
casting. 


To-ami requires considerable 
skill and experience, as the net 
must be cast into the water so 
that it will spread out in a per- 
fect circle to catch all the fish 
in the area.

To cast the net, generally one; 
holds the rope in his left hand,

If 
he is a good to-ami caster, the 
net spreads out in a perfect cir- 
cle as it drops into the water. 
The sinkers at the edge close up 
the net as they go down, and the 
caster pulls up the rope and net, 
with all the fish in the area in- 
side.
